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About this series 


This report was prepared by Statistics 
Canada, in partnership with Citizenship and 
Immigration Canada. The co-publication of 
this series of reports is intended to support 
public education and research into the 
population characteristics of Canada. 


At the time of the 1991 Census, there 
were 161,180 people born in Portugal 
living in Canada, representing 4% of all 
immigrants. However, relatively few 
immigrants have come to Canada from 
Portugal in recent years. In fact, a total 
of only around 2,000 people born in 
Portugal immigrated to Canada in 1993 
and 1994, representing less than 0.5% 
of all immigrants in this period. In 
comparison, between 1966 and 1975, an 
average of over 10,000 immigrants 
from Portugal arrived in Canada each 
year, representing as much as 8% of the 
annual number of immigrants in this 
period. 


The large majority of Portuguese 
immigrants living in Canada reside in 
Ontario. In 1991, 72% lived in Ontario; 
in fact, over half (51%) resided in 
Toronto alone. 


Immigrants from Portugal were more 
likely than the overall immigrant and 
Canadian-born populations to be 
between the ages of 25-64 in 1991. 
Conversely, Portuguese immigrants 
were slightly less likely (8%) than 
people born in Canada (10%) to be 
aged 65 and over, while only 16% of 
Portuguese immigrants, versus 39% of 
Canadian-born people, were under age 
25, 


Most Portuguese immigrants in Canada 
can speak at least one official language. 
In 1991, 10% spoke English or French, 
63% could speak English and 6% could 
speak French. That year, 68% of Portu- 
guese immigrants living in Canada 
reported that Portuguese was the 
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language they spoke most often at 
home. 


Immigrants from Portugal aged 15-64 
are more likely than other immigrants 
or people born in Canada in this age 
range to live with their immediate 
family, whereas immigrant seniors from 
Portugal are about as likely as seniors 
in other groups to live with members of 
their immediate family. But over three- 
quarters (77%) of immigrant seniors 
from Portugal who did not live with 
their family in 1991, lived with mem- 
bers of their extended family. This 
compared with 29% of their counter- 
parts in the overall immigrant popula- 
tion and 18% of those born in Canada. 


Immigrant men from Portugal are 
slightly more likely than all immigrant 
men and men born in Canada to be 
employed. In 1991, 79% of Portuguese 
immigrant men aged 15-64 were em- 
ployed, compared with 78% of all 
immigrant men and 76% of the Cana- 
dian-born in this age range. On the 
other hand, the percentage of Portu- 
guese immigrant women aged 15-64 
employed in 1991 (61%) was slightly 
below the figure for both all immigrant 
women (62%) and Canadian-born 
women (63%) in this age range. 


The incomes of Portuguese immigrants 
living in Canada are lower than those of 
people in other groups. In 1990, Portu- 
guese immigrants had an average 
income from all sources of $22,600, 
compared with $25,300 for all immi- 
grants and $23,700 for the Canadian- 
born. 
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INTRODUCTION 


Immigrants have historically made up 
a substantial proportion of the Cana- 
dian population. In 1991, for example, 
16% of the population were immi- 
grants. The immigrant population, 
however, is very diverse; immigrants 
come from a wide variety of countries 
and, as a result, have different histo- 
ries, cultures and economic back- 
grounds. 
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| AGE STANDARDIZATION 


Direct comparisons between 
immigrant groups and the population 
born in Canada can be affected by 
differences in the age structures of 
these groups and age can havea 
substantial effect on many socio- 
economic variables. As a result, for 
the purposes of this report, the data 
for several key variables have been 
age-standardized and these figures 
have been presented along with the 
actual data to provide some 
assessment of the effect of age on 
these particular variables. The 
variables that have been age- 
standardized are fertility levels, 
levels of educational attainment, 
employment levels, unemployment 
rates, average incomes and the 
percentage of the population 

with low incomes. For more 
information on age standardization, 
see Endnote 3. 


This report describing the immigrant 
community from Portugal is one ina 
series of profiles of immigrants to 
Canada. It describes the settlement 
patterns, family status, education, 
labour force characteristics, incomes 
and other aspects of Portuguese immi- 
grants living in Canada. 


In most cases, indicators describing the 
Portuguese immigrant population are 
compared with those of the overall 
immigrant and Canadian-born 
populations. These comparisons 
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provide a sense of how Portuguese 
immigrants have integrated into 
Canadian society. 


The information used in this report is 
from either the 1991 Census of 
Canada or Citizenship and Immigra- 
tion Canada administrative files. The 
census data describe the various 
populations living in Canada at the 
time of the 1991 Census. The data 


from Citizenship and Immigration 
Canada provide the number of immi- 
grants arriving in Canada each year. 
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Profile of Immigrants from Portugal in Canada 


Immigrants from Portugal! make 
up a substantial proportion of the 
immigrant population living in 
Canada. At the time of the 1991 
Census, there were 161,180 people 
born in Portugal living in Canada, 
representing 4% of all immigrants. 
Immigrants born in Portugal made 
up 0.6% of the total Canadian 
population that year. 


However, relatively few immi- 
grants have come to Canada from 
Portugal in recent years. In fact, a 
total of only around 2,000 people 
born in Portugal immigrated to 
Canada in 1993 and 1994, repre- 
senting less than 0.5% of all immi- 
grants in this period. In compari- 
son, between 1966 and 1975, an 
average of over 10,000 immigrants 
from Portugal arrived in Canada 
each year, representing as much as 
8% of the annual number of immi- 
grants in this period. 


There was also a large influx of 
Portuguese immigrants in the late 
1980s. Between 1987 and 1991, for 
example, an annual average of 
almost 7,000 immigrants, 4% of all 
immigrants, came to Canada from 
Portugal (see Charts 1 and 2). 


As a result of these trends, the 
majority of Portuguese immigrants 
living in Canada today have arrived 
since 1971. Of those living in 
Canada at the time of the 1991 
Census, 38% arrived between 1971 
and 1980, and 22% came in the 
1981-1991 period. At the same 
time, 31% came between 1961 and 
1970, while just 8% have been here 
since 1961.

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Canadian 
citizenship 


The majority of Portuguese immi- 
grants are now Canadian citizens. 
As of 1991, 65% of those eligible 
to apply for citizenship had be- 
come Canadian citizens. 


As with all immigrants, the share 
of Portuguese immigrants with 
Canadian citizenship 1s highest 
among those who have been in the 
country the longest. For example, 
76% of Portuguese immigrants 
living in Canada in 1991 who 
immigrated prior to 1971 were 
Canadian citizens, compared with 
60% of those who came between 
1971 and 1980 and 38% of those 
who arrived in the 1981-1987 
period. Whatever their period of 
immigration, however, Portuguese 
immigrants are less likely than 
their counterparts in the overall 
immigrant population to have 
Canadian citizenship (see Chart 
2) 


Provincial 
distribution 


The large majority of Portuguese 
immigrants living in Canada 
reside in Ontario. In fact, in 1991, 
72% of all Portuguese immigrants 
lived in Ontario. Another 15% 
lived in Quebec, 6% resided in 
British Columbia and 3% lived in 
each of Alberta and Manitoba, 
while 1% lived in the remaining 
provinces combined.

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Portuguese immigrants, however, 
represent a relatively small part of 
the population in all provinces. In 
1991, immigrants born in Portugal 
made up 1% of all residents in 
Ontario and 0.5% or less of those in 
the other provinces. 


Urban 
dwellers 


Immigrants from Portugal are 

largely concentrated in the major 
urban areas in Canada. In 1991, 91% 
of all Portuguese immigrants were 
residents of a Census Metropolitan 
Area (CMA), compared with 84% of 
all immigrants and 56% of the 
Canadian-born population. 


As well, over half of Portuguese 
immigrants live in Toronto. In 1991, 
51% of all Portuguese immigrants 


living in Canada resided in Toronto, 
well above the figure for all immi- 
grants, 34% of whom lived in To- 
ronto. That year, Portuguese immi- 
grants made up 2% of the overall 
population of Toronto. 


At the same time, 13% of Portu- 
guese immigrants lived in Montreal, 
where they represented just under 
1% of the total population. In fact, 
88% of all immigrants from Portugal 
living in Quebec in 1991 resided in 
Montreal. 


Immigrants from Portugal, however, 
make up the largest share of the 
population of any major urban area 
in Kitchener. In 1991, 3% of all 
Kitchener residents were Portuguese 
immigrants. 
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Age 
distribution 


Immigrants from Portugal are more 
likely than the overall immigrant 
and Canadian-born populations to 
be between the ages of 25 and 64. 
In 1991, 45% of Portuguese 
immigrants living in Canada were 
aged 25-44, compared with 33% of 
people born in Canada. At the 
same time, 31% of Portuguese 
immigrants, versus 18% of those 
born in Canada, were aged 45-64. 
On the other hand, Portuguese 
immigrants were slightly less (8%) 
likely than people born in Canada 
(10%) to be aged 65 and over. As 
well, only 16% of Portuguese 
immigrants, versus 39% of Cana- 
dian-born people, were under age 
2.) 


As in the rest of the population, 
women make up the majority of 
elderly Portuguese immigrants. In 
1991, 56% of Portuguese immi- 
grants aged 65 and over were 
female, as were 56% of the total 
immigrant senior population, and 
57% of seniors born in Canada. 


Language 


Most Portuguese immigrants in 
Canada can speak at least one 
official language. In 1991, 80% 
could conduct a conversation in 
one of the official languages: 10% 
spoke English and French, 63% 
could speak English and 6% could 
speak French. At the same time, 
20% could not speak either official 
language.

Language most often spoken in the home by immigrants from 
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The majority of Portuguese immi- 
grants living in Canada speak Portu- 
guese in their homes. In 1991, 68% 
reported that this was the language 
they most often spoke at home, 
while 29% spoke English, 3% spoke 
French and less than 1% spoke some 
other language (see Chart 4). 


Religion 


Almost all Portuguese immigrants 
are affiliated with the Roman Catho- 
lic Church. Indeed, in 1991, 95% 
were Roman Catholic, while 3% 
were Protestant and 1% were affili- 
ated with some other religion. At the 
same time, 2% reported they had no 
religious affiliation. This, however, 
was well below the figure for the 
population born in Canada, 12% of 
whom reported they had no religious 
affiliation. 


Family status 


Immigrants from Portugal aged 15- 
64 are more likely than other immi- 
grants or people born in Canada in 
this age range to live with their 
immediate family2. In 1991, 92% of 
Portuguese immigrants aged 15-64 
lived with members of their immedi- 
ate family in 1991, compared with 
86% of all immigrants and 84% of 
the Canadian-born population in 
this age range. 


Immigrants from Portugal under age 
65 are also more likely than their 
counterparts among all immigrants 
and people born in Canada to be 
living with their husband or wife, 
while they are less likely to live 
common law or be lone parents. For 
example, among those aged 15-44, 
2% of Portuguese immigrants lived 
in a common-law union in 1991, 
compared with 4% of all immigrants 
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and 10% of those born in Canada. 
Similarly, just 5% of Portuguese 
immigrant women aged 15-44 
were lone parents in 1991, versus 
7% of both all immigrant women 
and women born in Canada in this 
age range. 


Immigrant seniors from Portugal 
are about as likely as seniors in 
other groups to live with members 
of their immediate family. In 
1991, 62% of immigrants from 
Portugal aged 65 and over lived 
with their immediate family, as 
did 62% of all immigrant seniors 
and 61% of Canadian-born sen- 
iors. 


Immigrant seniors from Portugal 
who do not live with their imme- 
diate family, however, are consid- 
erably more likely than all immi- 
grant and Canadian-born seniors 
to live with members of their 
extended family. In fact, in 1991, 
77% of Portuguese immigrant 
seniors not living with their 
family lived with other relatives, 
compared with 29% of their 
counterparts in the overall immi- 
grant population and 18% of those 
born in Canada. 


Fertility levels 


Immigrant women from Portugal 
living in Canada have generally 
had slightly more children than all 
immigrant women and women 
born in Canada. For example, 
Portuguese immigrant women 
aged 15-44 who had ever been 
married had an average of 1.9 
children as of 1991, compared 
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with 1.8 for their counterparts 
among all immigrant women and 1.6 
for those born in Canada. As well, 
there was virtually no change in the 
fertility level of these immigrant 
women from Portugal when differ- 
ences in age are taken into consid- 
eration. 


Education 


Immigrants from Portugal living in 
Canada are less likely than people in 
other groups to have a university 
degree. In 1991, just 2% of all 
Portuguese immigrants aged 15 and 
over had a university degree, com- 
pared with 14% of all immigrants 
and 11% of the population born in 
Canada. Conversely, Portuguese 
immigrants are more likely than 
people in these other groups to have 
less than a Grade 9 education. In 
1991, 48% of immigrants from 
Portugal, compared with 19% of all 
immigrants and 13% of the Cana- 
dian-born population, had less than a 
Grade 9 education. As well, these 
patterns remain when differences in 
age are taken into consideration.3 


At the same time, relatively few 
young Portuguese immigrant adults 
are attending school. In 1991, 37% 
of Portuguese immigrants aged 15- 
24 were in school either full-time or 
part-time, compared with 64% of all 
immigrants and 61% of the Cana- 
dian-born in this age group. 


There are also some differences in 
the types of training acquired by 
immigrants from Portugal and 
people in other groups. Among men 
with postsecondary qualifications, 


for example, 59% of Portuguese 
immigrants were graduates of engi- 
neering and applied science, tech- 
nology and trade programs, com- 
pared with 38% of their counterparts 
among all immigrants and 43% of 
those born in Canada. On the other 
hand, Portuguese immigrant men 
were less likely than men in these 
other groups to be graduates of most 
other programs. 


At the same time, immigrant women 
from Portugal with postsecondary 
qualifications were more likely than 
all immigrant women and those born 
in Canada to be graduates of fine 
and applied arts programs, while 
they were less likely to be graduates 
of health-related programs. 


Employment 
characteristics 


Immigrant men from Portugal are 
slightly more likely than all immi- 
grant men and men born in Canada 
to be employed. In 1991, 79% of 
Portuguese immigrant men aged 15- 
64 were employed, compared with 
78% of all immigrant men and 76% 
of the Canadian-born in this age 
range. As well, there was little 
change in these figures when differ- 
ences in age were taken into consid- 
eration.3 


On the other hand, the percentage of 
Portuguese immigrant women aged 
15-64 employed in 1991 (61%) was 
slightly below the figure for both all 
immigrant women (62%) and Cana- 
dian-born women (63%) in this age 
range. This difference disappears, 
however, when differences in age 
are taken into consideration.3 
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Immigrants from Portugal with 
jobs are considerably less likely to 
be self-employed than both all 
immigrant workers and those born 
in Canada. In 1991, 8% of em- 
ployed Portuguese immigrant men 
were self-employed, compared 
with 16% of all employed immi- 
grant men and 12% of Canadian- 
born male workers. Similarly, only 
3% of immigrant Portuguese 
women with jobs in 1991 owned 
their own businesses, versus 8% 
of all employed immigrant women 
and 6% of those born in Canada. 


Immigrant men from Portugal are 
also less likely than men in other 
groups to have full-time, full-year 
jobs. In 1991, 57% of employed 
immigrant men from Portugal 
worked full-time, full-year, com- 
pared with 63% of all immigrant 
men and 59% of Canadian-born 
men. On the other hand, the share 
of employed immigrant women 
from Portugal with full-time, full- 
year jobs, 52% in 1991, was 
higher than figures for all em- 
ployed immigrant women (50%) 
and those born in Canada (45%). 


Occupational 
distribution 


There are considerable differences 
in the occupational distribution of 
Portuguese immigrants and those 
of all immigrants and workers 
born in Canada. Among men, for 
example, the proportion of em- 
ployed Portuguese immigrants 
working in construction, 28% in 
1991, was almost three times the 
figure for both all immigrant men

(10%) and men born in Canada 
(11%). Immigrant men from Portu- 
gal were also more likely than their 
counterparts in these other groups to 
be employed in manufacturing, 
while they were less likely to work 
in clerical, sales or service jobs or in 
professional or management posi- 
tions. In the latter case, just 11% of 
Portuguese immigrant men worked 
in professional or management 
positions in 1991, compared with 
32% of all immigrant men and 27% 
of those born in Canada. 


The percentage of Portuguese immi- 
grant women in professional or 
management jobs is also well below 
that for both all immigrant women 
and women born in Canada. In 1991, 
13% of employed immigrant women 
from Portugal worked in these types 
of jobs, versus 30% of all immigrant 
women and 33% of women born in 
Canada. On the other hand, the share 
of Portuguese immigrant women 
with jobs in manufacturing (22%)

was considerably higher than the 
figures for all immigrant women 
(10%) and women born in Canada 
(4%). As with other groups of 
women, however, the majority of 
immigrant women from Portugal 
with jobs in 1991 (55%) were em- 
ployed in clerical, sales or service 
jobs. 


Unemployment 


Immigrants from Portugal are about 
as likely as labour force participants 
in other groups to be unemployed. In 
1991, 10.3% of Portuguese immi- 
grant labour force participants were 
unemployed, as were 10.2% of those 
in the overall immigrant population 
and 10.1% of those born in Canada. 
When differences in age are taken 
into consideration3, however, the 
unemployment rate of Portuguese 
immigrants, at 10.8%, was slightly 
higher than that for Canadian-born 
labour force participants. 
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As with the overall population, 
unemployment rates among Portu- 
guese immigrant labour force 
participants are highest among 
young adult males. In 1991, Portu- 
guese immigrant men aged 15-24 
had an unemployment rate of 
15.7%. This, however, was lower 
than the rates for both all immi- 
grant men (17.6%) and those born 
in Canada (16.3%) in this age 
group. On the other hand, unem- 
ployment rates among Portuguese 
immigrant men between the ages 
of 25 and 64 were 1-2 percentage 
points above those of their coun- 
terparts among all immigrant and 
Canadian-born labour force par- 
ticipants (see Chart 5). 


Income 


The incomes of Portuguese immi- 
grants living in Canada are lower 
than those of people in other 
groups. In 1990, Portuguese immi- 
grants had an average income from 
all sources of $22,600, compared 
with $25,300 for all immigrants 
and $23,700 for the Canadian- 
born. As well, when differences in 
age are taken into consideration, 
the average income of Portuguese 
immigrants was over $2,000 less 
than the comparable figure for 
both all immigrants and the Cana- 
dian-born population. 


As with the overall immigrant and 
Canadian-born populations, Portu- 
guese immigrant men have higher 
average incomes than their female 
counterparts. In fact, the average 
income of Portuguese immigrant 


men in 1990, at $28,500, was 
almost twice that of Portuguese 
immigrant women ($15,700). 


There is also variation in the 
incomes of immigrants from 
Portugal in different age groups. In 
1990, Portuguese immigrants aged 
15-64 had an average income from 
all sources of $23,600, compared 
with $12,500 for those aged 65 and 
over. The average incomes of both 
groups, though, were well below 
those of all immigrants and the 
Canadian-born in the same age 
range. Among seniors, for exam- 
ple, Portuguese immigrants had an 
average income of $12,500, com- 
pared with $18,600 for all immi- 
grants and $19,500 for those born 
in Canada. 


Income from 
transfer 
payments 


Immigrants from Portugal receive 
about the same share of their 
income from government transfer 
payments as people in other 
groups. In 1990, 11% of all income 
of Portuguese immigrants came 
from these sources, as did 12% of 
that of all immigrants and 11% of 
that of the Canadian-born popula- 
tion. 


As in other groups, Portuguese 
immigrant seniors receive a much 
larger share of their income from 
government transfer payments than 
their counterparts under age 65. In 
1990, 68% of all income of 


Portuguese immigrants aged 65 and 
over came from these programs, 
compared with 8% of that of those 
aged 15-64. In fact, the share of the 
income of senior Portuguese immi- 
grants coming from transfer pay- 
ments (68%) was considerably 
above the figure for both all immi- 
grant (45%) and Canadian-born 
(46%) seniors, whereas there was 
little difference among those aged 
15-64. 


Population with 
low income 


Immigrants from Portugal are about 
as likely as the population born in 
Canada to have low incomes. In 
1990, 16% of immigrants from 
Portugal had incomes below Statis- 
tics Canada’s Low-income Cut-offs, 
as did 15% of the Canadian-born 
population. However, when differ- 
ences in age are taken into consid- 
eration3, the gap between the inci- 
dence of low income among Portu- 
guese immigrants (20%) and people 
born in Canada (15%) rose several 
percentage points. 


Immigrants from Portugal, though, 
are less likely than the overall immi- 
grant population to have low in- 
comes: 16% versus 19%. As well, 
this pattern remains when these 
figures are adjusted for differences 
in age.3 


As in other groups, Portuguese 
immigrant seniors and young adults 
are more likely than their counter- 
parts aged 25-64 to live in a low- 
income situation. In 1990, 22% of 
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Portuguese immigrants aged 65 
and over and 19% of those aged 
15-24 lived in a low-income 
situation, compared with 14% of 
those aged 25-64. 


With the exception of seniors, 
where there is little difference, the 
percentage of Portuguese immi- 
grants living in a low-income 
situation in 1990 were below 
those of their counterparts in the 
overall immigrant population in 
all age groups. At the same time, 
however, the proportions of Portu- 
guese immigrants with low in- 
comes were higher than the re- 
spective figures for people born in 
Canada in all age groups (see 
Chart 6). 


| The immigrant population from Portugal refers 
to those with landed-immigrant status (whether 
or not they are currently Canadian citizens) born 
in Portugal. It is important to note that children 
born in Canada to Portuguese immigrants are not 
included in the immigrant population from 
Portugal, but rather are included in the Cana- 
dian-born population. As well, the data in this 
report include only the non-institutionalized 
population in the various groups. Persons in 
institutions include those in hospitals and related 
institutions, special care facilities for the elderly 
or chronically ill, children’s group homes and 
orphanages, and correctional and penal institu- 
tions.

2 Persons living with their family include 
spouses (either married or common-law), lone 
parents, and never-married children living at 
home. Persons not living with their family 
include those living alone, in an extended family 
with other relatives, or with unrelated persons. 
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3 Socio-economic indicators, such as fertility 
levels, educational attainment levels, employ- 
ment levels, unemployment rates, average 
income, and the incidence of low income may be 
affected by the age distribution of a population. 
Therefore, in order to compare two or more 
populations, it is useful to eliminate the effects 
of differences in age structures. This is done 
using a procedure known as age standardization. 
For selected socio-economic data in this profile, 
both the immigrant population from Portugal 
and the total immigrant population have been 
standardized or adjusted so that they have the 
same age structure as the Canadian-born 
population. Age-standardized figures may differ 
from actual figures, but they make comparisons 
between immigrants from Portugal, all immi- 
grants and the Canadian-born population more 
meaningful. 9
